-The funeral coromonics connected with 
the burning of the bodies of princes and 
frreat. noblemen in Siam are of a costly and. 
elaborate character, and a considerable tine 
wlapses From the duccases to the cremation, 
in order that the last cerentonial should be 
of the pompous nature bofitting the rank 
of thy departed, The Ex-Regent died in 
January, 1833; but-the preparations for 
his eremition ‘were of such a ‘character 
that the last rite could only be performed 
un April.éth 1884, From: what I gather- 
ed from the Siamese authorities, it seems 
that after death the budy of the doceas- 
‘ed nobleman © waa treated very much 
in the samo way as the anciout Egyptian. 
corpses were. Quicklimo was introduced 
in the ventral cavity through the mouth, 
and the deposits drained off and carried, 
to the rivar, The corpse being fairly dried, 
was “trussed,” the arms thrown tightly 
back, and the logs bought into such a 
position as to touch the chin, » piece of 
gold placed over the faco, and the body 
was then placed ina golden urn, Whon 
Tarrived in Bangkok, a fow days before 


ment of the deceased's residence, sur- 
founded with tokens nf funcral respect, 
The cremation ceremonies were to com: 
mence on the 4th April and end on the 7th. 
The Kalahome (the only sou of the deceased 
nobleman) had full charge of the task of 
sending his father to blazes in proper atyle, 
andif he had had his way the ceremony 
would have been done at the lowest passible: 
figure., But His: Majesty having decreed, 
that the affair should be attended with the 
fullest-pomp and ceremonial, the Kalahome 


had to comply and arrange tho-aflair ao as 
to please the peoplo who aro as” particular 
in regard to cremations as the old Spaniards 
were punctiliona na to the pageant of an 
Arto de fi, The Kalahome freoly availed 
himself of forced labour, aod denuded the 
navy of sailors to erect tho buildings for 
and incidental to tho cremation. The 
cremation building was orected in. the lawn 
of Bappharam temple, for'so tha decoased 
had willed. ; The creniatotre was a temporary 
structure, and would be difficult, to deseribe, 
It-wasa building of canvas of about 200 
feat in height, of that styleof architecture 
which prevails in all Siameso temples ; the 
roof rising in tho centre and then running 
into a number of gablos graduated with 
much effect and terminating ‘in eurved 
points, like those ecen in ‘Chinese pagodas. 
‘This tomplo had four spacious entrances, 
leading directly to the funeral pyre, which 
occupied the centre of the enclosure ;, upon 
exch side of the entrance were Lung magni- 
ficent pieces of tapestry ond decorations

On the top. the 
orn containing the body was to be 
placed. This catafalyue was of burnished 
brass, curiously carved in the minute design 
so peculiar to the ornamentation of Siamese 
temples, Part'was overlaid with gold leaf, 
aud several of the stories {it must be under- 
stood that the catafalque was composed of 
stories, each gradually diminishing after 
the manner of the conical spires of a Siamose 
reat) inwrought with glasses of various 
coluurs. Votive offerings were placed at the 
foot of this altar; on one of the lower tiers 
were ranged the insignia and decorations 
of tho deceased prince, his . betel box, 
spittoon and’ pipe, all in beaten gold ofa 
rich orange colour, Almost opposite, but 
separated by several tents, was the pavilion 
constructed for .the Kings, nobles,. and 
Europeans; this formed the further side of 
the qnadrangle, the other two sides opening 
in the refreshment booth, and to the tem- 
ples of the Cochin China priests, | It is not. 
necessary to describo. these buildifigs; they 
were long, of ample proportions; and very 
elegantly arranged. ‘he remainder of the

The more 
costly presents fell to’ the noblomen, many 
of whom had received, in memory ‘of the 
ovent, rich gifts’ in addition to those that 
fell to thom and others about the throne 
when the distribution of the royal bonnty 
took place, : : 

‘At night artitioial fireworks, illumina- 
tions, Jacoony and shadew plays, with free 
refreshment for all Siamese, formed the 
programme, und tho place then sssumed 
the appearance of afair, 

At 4 p.m. tho next day, His Majosty, 
seated on the throne, received very gra- 
cinusly the officers of H. M.: 8. Zephyr, 
who had cone to attend the ceremonies. 
Two clevated platfurmsa’had been raised at. 
two corners of the quadrangle, on which 
wero two artificial trees of limes. On each, 
two priests were stationed, and having 
mado an obeisinee to the King, tlang the 
limes, each containing a presont, amoung 
the people. Mix Majesty acrambled limes 
among tha nables glso ‘among the Eure. 
poans, ant ho distributed a number of 
bluck balls containing tickets for gifts. In 
the night time public festivities of the kind 
just alluded to reigned supreme. « ‘ 

Upon tho Pay of the burning—Sunday, 
7th April—the, two Kings arrived. about 
4p.ux Tho’ Firet King wont to the tem- 
ple in atato, and having distributed yellow 
cloths to the priests, ascended the steps lead- 
ing to the pyre, holding in his hand a light- 
e candle with which he set fire to the in- 
tlammable. material beneath the urn, , in 
which rosted the body upon. cross bara, the 
bottom of the urn having been removed, 
After him came the Second King, who plac- 
edn bundle of candles on the fiame, then 


followed the priests, princes, and relations of |, 


the deceased, and the Europeans, to whom 
had been given rosea cut. in. sandalwood. 
The flames rose above the vase, and the thick 
black smoke, laden with incense, tounted 
heavenwards. Thero'was no unpleasant but 
a slightly odorous swell, His Majesty and 
the Sucond King thon returned tg the Pa- 
vilion, and the present-distribution “was 
continued. After this Kalahome personally 
gave presents to every European who had 
not been successful in getting one ‘at the 
seramble, and many. tokens of remem. 
brance to particular friends, : 

On the morrow the bones were taken
